But an earlier House bill pro- 
v ided no new funds. The matter 
now goes to a conference com­ 
mittee. 


iVlaloney said in response to a 
reporter’s inquiry that expan­ 
sion ot the program would cre­ 
ate a need for much more pri­ 
vate mortgage money. Without 
setting a figure, he said if the 
money were not 
forthcoming, 
the program again could be 
trouble. 


Before the life insurance mon­ 
ey was pledged, the program 
was not doing well Federal offi­ 
cials said about two-thirds of 
the sponsors of projects couldn’t 
get private financing.

WASHINGTON (A P) — P resi­ 
dents all the way hack got their 
lum ps for som ething thev did in 
foreign affairs, even though it 
looked dandy at the tim e. Peo­ 
ple and politicians turned sour 
later.

Johnson and H arry S T rum an. 


T ru m an neither asked nor pot 
congressional authorisation for 
going into the Korean W ar. But 
Congress fully backed bim bv 
voting what he needed for the 
war. 
F rustration set in as the w ar 
d ragged on and debt increased. 
Clubbing T ru m an then becam e 
a 
hobby, 
particularly 
in Con 
press 
w here 
Republican 
Sen. 
Robert A. Taft com plained T ru ­ 
m an had no right under the Con­ 
stitution lo do what lie did. 


Now Johnson is getting the 
T ru m an trea tm e n t lor Hie w ar 
in 
Vietnam 
although, 
unlike 
T ru m an , 
he 
a^ked 
and 
got 
congressional approval ahead of 
tim e for using troop* there to 
stop aggression. 
The Constitution is not only si 
lent on what a president van do 
in those situations but is blank 
en practically everything else in 
foreign affairs except for saying 
a president can m ake a treaty 
if two-thirds of the Senate a p ­ 
prove. 
From the earliest duvs presi­ 
dents 
have 
subm itted 
1,42? 
treaties to the Senate which a p ­ 
proved 1,247 and flatly rejected 
16. Another 141 w ere w ithdraw n 
because

They turned early to “ execu­ 
tive

George 
Washington

postal agreem ent. Most agree­ 
ments later had congressional 
approval, but by a simple m a ­ 
jority vole since they were not 
treaties, 
avoiding 
the 
painful 
two thirds process 
And 
presidents 
have 
tried 
something else. national “ com ­ 
m itm ents'’ or promises which 
becam e American foreign poli­ 
cy. The first big one ol its kind 
was President Jam es Monroe’s 
“doctrine." 
Buried deep in a few p ara­ 
graphs in his annual message to 
Congress, it simply warned E u ­ 
ropean 
Dowers 
to 
keep 
their 
paws off Latin Am erica. 
For 
years it was ignored by E u ro ­ 
peans who violated it and by 
A m ericans who forgot it. It did 
not become fixed American poli­ 
cy until the 1860s. 
Another doctrine, issued 
124 
years later by 
President T ru ­ 
man, changed A m erican histo­ 
ry. 
With Greece and Turkey u n ­ 
der desperate Soviet pressure in 
1947, T rum an declared it would 
now be A m erican policv to stop 


Communist 
expansion. 
He did 
not put a limit on where. 
As with the Korean W ar later, 
lie did not ask direct emigres 
sional approval but here, too, 
Congress hacked him by voting 
I he 
money 
for men, 
weapons 
and goods. He saved G reece and 
Turkey. 
Later. 
P resident 
D'Vight 
I) 
Eisenhower, 
like 
Johnson 
but 
unlike T rum an, asked and got 
congressional approval for w hat 
tie might want to do Inter with 
the U.S. arm e d forces to atop 
com monism. 
Congress eave him a go ahead 
with the Middle East and F o r­ 
mosa resolutions. And then he 
used the arm ed forces in both 
places. Eisenhower did not get 
any backw ash for what he did in 
those cases, just as T ru m an got 
none for w hat he did for Greece 
and Turkey. 
T rum an and Johnson began to 
get their clobbering* on a hie 
scale only after the K orean and 
Vietnamese w a rs began to d rag 
out. 
It was P resident T hom as Jo • 
fcrson who m ade the m ost sen ­ 
sational d o ity o u rs e lf deal. 
In 
1803 when he bought Louisiana, 
as big as the United States at 
the 
time, 
for $15 million, 
or 
three cents an acre, from N ap o ­ 
leon. 
Nothing 
in 
the 
Constitution 
said he could do anything like 
that. And he knew it was an 
“ act beyond the Constitution” 
hut he had to move fast because 
Napoleon was in a hurry. Then 
he told a delighted Senate which 
approved the deal with treaties. 
The Battle for Free Market 


er, and not without reason. H er 
singing style fits the m aterial 
skillfully; she has a throaty, e x ­ 
pressive voice that is especially 
rich in the lower regiters and 
conveys a quiet sense of d ram a .

All of us in 
the practice of medicine have 
found that — alm ost with a wave 
of the wand —- w h e n a c a la m ­ 
ity like a h eart attack strikes, 
patients 
becom e 
docile, 
start 
losing weight and can easily be 
induced to stop smoking. 
You g ather from m y medical 
colum ns that I do not encourage 
sm oking. This is true, especial­ 
ly for people who have heart 
and circulatory problem s. Peo 
pie w-ith chronic bronchitis and 
em physem a only add an 
a d d r 
tional and unnecessary burden 
to the heart when they smoke. 
I do 
not feel that I am 
in 
the forefront of a cultist cru 
sade against tobcco. The facts 
are simple. There is no doubt of 
the relationship between lobar- 
co and diseases 
of tile heart, 
lungs and circulatory 
system 
This is definite. If, in the light 
of this 
known 
scientific fact, 
people 
want to 
continue 
to 
smoke, it is entirely their deci­ 
sion. Their health is their own 
possession. 
Automobile racing, parachute 
diving and rodeos have a c e r­ 
tain am ount of danger. The peo­ 
ple who want to indulge in these 
activities, despite 
the 
known 
dangers, understand that there 
is a calculated 
risk 
So 
it 
is 
with tobacco. T here is a calcu­ 
lated risk 
If 
people want 
to 
take it, this is entirely 
their 
judgm ent. 
Since you 
have 
recovered 
from a hea rt attack and have 
paid the penalty of 
long, 
e x ­ 
pensive 
hospitalization, 
y o u 
know th a t it is a situation you 
do not 
w ant 
to 
repeat. Yet, 
despite your new lease on life 


and the terrible m em ory of your 
past experience, you say 
you 
cannot give up smoking. 


There are no 
short cuts, no 
gadgets, 
no 
pills, 
no m agic 
wands th at can induce in you 
a sense 
of sanity 
to 
protect 
yourself against the possibility 
of another h ea rt attack. If you 
value your health and happiness 
so little th a t you are willing to 
totter on the brink of d es tru c ­ 
tion, this 
is your choice. 
It is 
not a m atu re one, but it is your 
choice. 
You can stop smoking 
if you can sensibly answ er the 
simple question: “ Is your d e s­ 
tiny and the destiny of your 
family to be balanced 
against 
an unim portant h a b it? ”

G albraith's world the “ technos­ 
tru c tu re ” controls the consum ­

advertising.

consum er 
thinks his choices have an ef­ 
fect on 
styles, qualities 
and 
prices (and the investm ent in

hind them ), but to G albraith the 
consum er is m erely a deluded 
fool who needs the protection of 
the State. 
While it m ay be adm itted free­ 
ly that automobile prices, for 
exam ple, 
don't

down from day to day like the 
price of wheat or tom atoes, it 
can hardly be m aintained that 
custom er preference has no ef­

“ Abnormally” high populations 
of mosquitoes have been exper­ 
ienced by some areas of Ohio 
this year, the Ohio Agricultural 
Research 
and 
Development 
Center reported tori ay. 
Dr. 
Roy W. 
Rings, acting 
chairman of the center’s De­ 
partment of Zoology and Ento 
mology, said that, for example, 
one marsh near Salem in Co­ 
lumbiana 
County 
produced 
a 
staggering population 
of mos­ 
quitoes estimated at 85 million 
insects in one • mid • August 
emergence. 
Dr. Rings said mosquitoes not 
only make outdoor life intoler­ 
able during summer and fall, 
but also pose a serious threat 
to 
human health. Fur cases, 
one fatal, of mosquito-spread 
encephalitis have been reported 
this year in Ohio, he said.
